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Detailed Action 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 12, line 25 is redundant of line 24 rendering the claim indefinite. 

Regarding claim 14, this claim is incomplete. Elements 33 and 32 in applicant's 
figure 1 are needed inaddition to recited elements 34' and 36 to attach the frame and 
bucket together. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Staben, Jr. in view of Risch. 

It would have been to provide the hooks in Staben, Jr. on the frame instead of 
the bucket and use attachment means between the bucket and frame as used between 
the frame and arms in view of the teaching in Risch figures 1 and 2. Note this would 
have been the substitution of one conventional arrangement for another. 

Regarding claim 15, note handles similar to 56 in Staben, Jr. would be used in 
the connection between the frame and bucket. 
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5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
